He plant of Rofbs, though it be a fihrub full of prickles,yet it had beene more fit and 
conuenient tohaucplaced it with themoft glorious flowers of theworlde, thailro 
infett the fame here among bale and thornie fhrubs: for the Role doth dcleruethe 
chiefcft and moil: ‘principal! place among all flowers whatfoeucr, being not oncly 

, -■ ■ ■- >, efteemedforhis bcautic, vertues, and his flagrant and odoriferous fmcll; but alio 

bicaufeitisthe honor and ornamentof our Englilh Scepter, as by theconiundionappeercthin 
the vniting of thofetwo moll royall houfes of Lancafter and Yorke. Which pleafant flowers de- 
fetuc the chiefcft place in Crowncs and garlands,as out of Anacreon Thius a moft ancient Greeke 
V(xt,HenricM Sttphanus hath tranflated in a gallant Latine vcrle:

^ugeriuA Fttsh/ckius fpeaking of the eftimation and honor of the Role , reporreth that the 
Turke can by no meanes endure to lee the leauesof Roles fall to the ground, bicaufc that lome of 
them haue dreamed,that the firft or moft ancient Role did fpring of the blood of Venus-, and others 
of the Mahumctans fay,that it fprang of the fweate of Mahomet.

very many, iheopkraftu* telleth ofacertaincRolc growing about Philippi,with anhundrcdY 1 ^ 5 ! 
which the inhabitants brought foorthof Pangaeum, and planted it in Campania, as pn ^ 
which we hold tobe the Holland Rofc,that diuers call the Prouince Rofe, but not properly ^ 
Moreoucr, fome be rcd,othcrs white, and moft of them or all,fwecte!y fmcllina,efpcciall A 
of the gardenjvvherefore Strabo Galius in his little garden doth not only fpeakcof Rofcs themf 1 C 
but of the ihootes and iprigs,which he doth call Fiburna; writing thus:

All thefe lorts of Roles vve 
haue in onr London gardens, 
except that Rofe without pric¬ 
kles, which as vet is a ftrangcr in 
Hnglande.. The double white 
Role doth growc wildeinmany 
hedges of Lancafliirc in great 
abundance , eucn as Briers do 
with vs in thefe fouthcriy parts, 
cfpccially in a place of the cun- 
trey called Leylande, and in a 
place called Roughfoordc, not 
far from Latham. Morcoucr,in 
the laide Leilande fields doth 
grow our garden Rofe wilde, in 
the plowed ficldcs among the 
cornc in fuch abundance, that 
there may be gathered daiiy.du- 
ring the time, manybufhels of 
Roles, equall with the beft gar¬ 
den Rofe in each refpebi : the 
thing that giuetb great caufeof 
woondcr is,that in a field in the 
place aforefaid,called Glouers 
ficlde,eucry yecre that the field 
is plowed for come ,that yeerc 
the field will be fpred ouer with 
Roles; and vvhenitlieth as they 
ca! it lcye,and not plowed, then 
fhal there be but fewe Rofes to 
begathcrcd: by the relation of a curious gentleman there dwelling, fo often remembred in our Hi- 
^ orl c ' A 7 be time. 

Thefe flower from the end of May to the ende of Auguft, and diuers times after, by reafon the 
tops and fuperfluous branches arecut away in the end of their flovvring; and then do they fomc- 
times flower eucn vntill Oclober,and after. -A The names. 

The Rofe is called in Latine Rofat: in Grecke?^-- and the plant itfclfe pMut-. which in Latine 
sepeth the fame name that the flower hath, and it is called Radon , as Plutarch faith, bicaufe it fen 
deth foorth plentie offinell. 

The middle part of the Roies,that is ,the yellow chines,or feedes ,and tips, is called <^sinthos, anc 
Ties Rofe, the flower of the Ilofc: in drops ^Anthera ,or the blowing of the Rofe. 

The white parts of the leaucs of the flower it fclfc, by which they are faffned to the cups, be na- 
wed Vngucs or nailes. That is called C&lix, or the Cup, which eonteineth and holdcch in togither 
tbc yellow part and leaues of the flower. 

AUhafiri,-xcz thofe parts of the cup which arc deepely cur, & tba t compas the flower clofe about, 
before it be opened; which be in number fine, two haue beards and two haue none,and the fift hath 
but haltc one: moft do call them Cortices Rofarttmpt the huskes of the Rofes. The fhootes of the 
p ant of Rofes,S 1 rabo Gallia in his little garden doth call Tibitma, writing as before in the Proeme.

The great Hole,which is generally called the great Prouincc Rofc, which the Dutch men 
endure; for lay they,itcamc firft out of Holland,and therefore to be called the Holland R 0 f\? ot 
by all likelyhood it came from the Damaskc Role, as a kinde thereof, made better and fairerb 
which feemeth to agree with truth. ' • 

The Rofc withoutpricklcs is called in Latine Rofa fine finis, and maybe called in Enelifl, i 
Rofc without thorncs, or the Role of Auftrich, bicaufcitwas firft brought from Vienna th c \f 
tropolicanc citic of Auftrich,and giuen to that famous herbarift Cat oltu Clufttu.

The Ieaucs of the flowers ofRofes,bicaufc they do confift of diuers par.tes, haue alfo diuers J 
fundrie faculties; for there be in them certainc that are earthie and binding,other moiftandw^ 
rie,and fundry that are fpiritHall and airie parts,which notwithftandingarenot all aftcroncfon ; f' t 
in one kind thefe exccll.in another thofe: al of them hauc a predominant or oucrrulingcoldetcm. 
pera cure,which is nccrcft to a meane,that is to fay,of fuch as arc cold in the firft degree: 
and Ipirituall pairs arc predominant in the white Rofes,Damaske and Muske. 

it The virtues. 

The diftilled water of Roles is good for the lengthening of the hart, and rcfreftiing of thefe 
rits,and likewifefor all things that require a gentle cooling. 

B, The lame being put in iunketting difhes,cakcs,lawces,and many other plealant things,giueihj 
fine and delectable tafte. 

It mitigateth the painc ofthe cies proceeding of a hot caufc,bringeth fleepe,which alfotheftefhi 
Rofes themlelucs prouokc through their fiveete and plcafant fmell. 

The iuicc of thefe Rofes, efpec ially of Damaske, doth moue to the ftoole, and maketh thebclly 
foluble: but moft effectually of the Muske Rofes, next to them is the iuice of the Damaskc, which is 
more commonly vfed. 

The inf ufion of them doth the fame, and alio the firupe made thereof called in Latine Drtfitui 
or Serap/um :the Apothecaries call it firupe of Rofes lolutiue,which mull be made ofthe infufionyi 
which a great number of the lcaues of thefe frefh Rofes are diuers and fundrie times ftceped. 

It is profitable to make the belly loofe and foluble, when as cither there is no neede of other 
ftronger purgation, or that it is not fit and expedient to vie it: for befides thole excrements which 
ftick to the bowels,or that in the firft and nccrcft vaincs femaine raw,flegmaticke,and now Sctho 
cholcrick;it purgeth no other excrements,vnlelfe it be mixed with certain other ftroger medicines. 

This firupe doth moyftcti and coolc, and therefore it alaycth the extremitic of hcate in hot to¬ 
ning fcucrs,mitigateth the inflammations of the intrailcs,and queficheth thirft: it is Icarce goodtor 
a weakc and moyft ftcmacke,for itlcaueth it more flacke and weakc. ’ 

H Of like vertue alfo arc the Ieaucs of thefe preferued in Sugar, cfpccially if they be one v brnlM 

with the hands,and diligently tempered with Sugar,and lo heat at the fire rather than boued. 

* The temperature of RedRofes. . 

There is in the red Rofes, which are common eucry where, and in the o ther that be or a i 
purple,called Prouincc Rofes, a more earthie fubftance, alfo a drying andbmdmgqualtw, y 
without ccrtaine moy fture ioyned, being in them when they arc as yet frefh, which efiey 
they be dried : for this caufe their iuice and infufion doth alfo make the bodie lolu ,) 
much as of the others aforefaid. Thefe Rofes being dried, and their moyfture gone, dobra 

drie; and likewife coole,but leflcr than when they are frefh.

T Here be diuers fortes of Rofes planted in gardens,befides thofe written of in the former chaiJ 
ter, which areof rnofl writers icckoned among the wilde Rofe$,notwithftandingvvcthinki[ 
conuenienttoputthem in a chapter betweenc thole of the garden and the brier Rofes,as indiffc.

t |,c colour of the flowers,or {weetenes thereof, but oncly in the doublenes of the flowers w herein 
confifteth the difference. 5 

Ofthcfc Rofes we liaue another in our London gardens, which of mod j s called the blufh Rofe : 
it flowreth vvhen the Damask Rofe doth. The flowers hcerof are very Angle,greater then the other 
tyluskc Rofes, and ofa white colour,dafht oner with a light walli of carnation, which maketh that 
colour,which we call a blufh colour. The proportion of the whole plant, asalfo the fmellof the 
flowers, are like the precedent.

3 The veluet Rofe groweth alwaies very low, like vnto the red Rofe, hauing his branches couered 
with a certaine hairie or prickly matter,as fine as haircs,yct not fo fharpeor £liffc,that it will harme 
thenioft tender skin that is: the Ieauesare like the leaucs of the white Rofe: the flowers growe at 
the topofthcftalksjdoubled with fomeyellowe thrums inthemidff, ofadccpeandblackc red co¬ 
lour,! efembjing red crimfon veIuet,whereupon fomc haue called it the VeluetRofc: when the flo- I 
wers be vaded, there followc red berries full of hard fccdcs, wrapped in a downc or woollines like 
the others.
